[0014] In accordance with the invention that object is attained by an apparatus for image data 
computation and for synchronous image data output having the features of claim 1 . Further 
independent and respectively separately patentable aspects of the concept of the invention 
constitute a graphics master module having th e features of claim 1 1 , a graphics client module 
having th e f e atur e s of claim 13 , an image switching module having th e f e atur e s of claim 15 , an 
arrangement for producing and simultaneously reproducing at least two partial light images 
which can be perceived together as a light image having a three-dimensional effect, with the 
f e atur e s of claim 17, an arrangement for producing and reproducing in succession in respect of 
time at least two partial light images which can be perceived together as a light image having a 
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three-dimensional effect, having th e f e atures of claim 2 4 , and a method of synchronously 
computing and outputting image data of at least two partial images of an image , having th e 
featur e s of claim 35 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 1-10 and 39-46 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In reference to claim 1, the prior art of record does not explicitly disclose the combination 
of limitations of the virtual reality computing apparatus of the claim including, the graphics 
master unit adapted to re-compute and store object and/or event parameters of a first scene 
graphics data file according to the code of a virtual reality modeling language, sending the newly 
computed object and scene graphics data file to at least two graphics client units, these client 
units each overwriting previous versions of the scene graphics data file with newly computed 
versions of the file such that all partial images of the scene when synchronously displayed 
together allow a three-dimensional perception of a three-dimensional scene by a human viewer 
along with sending a message back to the graphics master unit signaling the conclusion of the 
image computation respectively and outputting the respective computed partial images, in 
combination with the further limitations of claim 1. 

In reference to claims 2-10 and 39-46, claims 2-10 and 39-46 depend upon allowable 
claim 1 and are therefore also deemed allowable.
